Kadhafi son to 'get fair 
trial' in Libya 


TRIPOLO — Libya’s interim 
rulers yesterday promised a 
fair trial for Seif al-Islam, son 
of Moamer Kadhafi, as his 
captors vowed not to hand him 
over to Tripoli until a central 
government is formed. 

World powers are urging 
Libya to work with the Inter¬ 
national Criminal Court (ICC), 
which wants to try the 39-year- 
old for crimes against human¬ 
ity allegedly committed in 
crushing anti-regime protests. 

After three months on the 
run, Seif al-Islam was caught 
in Libya’s far-flung Saharan 
south early on Saturday in a 
trap set by a Zintan brigade of 


militiamen loyal to the new 
regime. 

The National Transitional 
Council (NTC), struggling to 
establish its judiciary, is under 
mounting pressure to ensure a 
fair trial for him after images 
emerged of his father dying 
following his capture on Octo¬ 
ber 20. 

Juili said the decision 
whether to keep Seif al-Islam 
in detention in the hill town of 
Zintan or to transfer him to an¬ 
other place would be taken by 
the new government, although 
he did not elaborate.

Many refrigerators, air con¬ 
ditioners, and microwaves 
today are equipped with the 
new inverter technology. 
These equipment use 50% less 
energy than the “normal” type. 

On Aruba, we generate 
electricity by burning fuel oil 
as combustible at WEB N.V. 
And, the price of fuel oil con¬ 
tinues to rise because of the 
high demand for fuel oil by 
China and India, which are the 
two biggest consumers of fuel 
oil. China and India combined 


have 35% of the world’s po¬ 
pulation but, by comparison, 
their energy consumption is 
less than that of the USA. The 
USA with a population 8 times 
less than China and India uses 
4 times more energy than both 
of these countries combined 

Hence China and India both 
play a critical role in the price 
of fuel oil. The price of fuel oil 
is the factor that causes Aruba’s 
water and electricity bills to be 
so high and to continue to rise 
as we continue to use fuel oil. 

If our citizens are able to 
purchase efficient inverter type 
airco’s and refrigerators at rea¬ 
sonable prices, they would be 
able to save money and use 
much less energy.

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Aruba Prime Minister visits indigenous community and 
Museum in Bogota 



ORANJESTAD — Because of 
the cultural similarities and the 
pre-historic and historic ties 
with the Caiquetio Indians 
who settled in Aruba between 
1000 and 1515, Aruba’s Prime 
Minister paid a group of in¬ 
digenous people in Bogota, 
Colombia a special visit. This 
indigenous community of 
Wayuu Indians is located in 
Riohacha, Colombia in the 
Guajira region. This group of 
Amerindios occupied the 
Caribbean region of Colombia 
since pre-historic times. The 
Spaniards never conquered 
them. Eman’s trip was com¬ 
bined with meetings with 
Colombian executives. 

It is believed that the Cai¬ 
quetio and the Wayuu be¬ 
longed to the same linguistic 


Arowak group. The burial cus¬ 
toms of the Wayuu Indians is 
what is used by archaeologists 
in Aruba to interpret the Cai¬ 
quetio group. One example of 
this is the excavation at Tanki 
Flip where they found certain 
artefacts of the Wayuu in 
graves of the Caiquetios. The 
Wayuu is also believed to be 
aligned to the modem Amban 
community. This is because 
DNA studies have shown that 
there are similarities in the 
genes. The Wayuu live in an 
area very similar to that of 
Amba, very dry with trees that 
can survive in dessert condi¬ 
tions. What’s more, they cele¬ 
brate a so-called DiviDivi 
fiesta. They live in a city wich 
bears the name ‘Manaure’ 
which was the Supreme 


Cacique of the Caiquetios who 
once lived in Amba. 

A large percentage of ar¬ 
chaeological ceramics in 


Aruba’s Archaeological Mu¬ 
seum are evidences of the in¬ 
fluence of the Wayuu. The 
design of a bird on one of the 


ceramic pots is an excellent ex¬ 
ample of the influence of the 
Wayuu on Caiquetio ceramics. 

It is very possible, accor¬ 
ding to the researchers, that 
Alonso de Ojeda and Juan de 
la Cosa who discovered Rio¬ 
hacha, also took a look at 
Aruba for the first time. The 
founder of Riohacha, Nicolas 
Federmann, is the first Eur- 
poean who described the Cai¬ 
quetio. His documentation is 
very important for Amba as it 
gives us important information 
of our first inhabitants. 

During his visit, the Prime 
Minister visited the Museo 
Etnografico di Universidad di 
Guaira as well as the Guajira 
cultural center.

However, inverter type equip¬ 
ment, while they save 50% on 
energy, they are more expen¬ 
sive than the regular type 
equipment. 

Parliamentarian Rasmijn 
has submitted a motion in Par¬ 
liament urging the government 
to reduce the import duty tariff 
on these apparatus. That mo¬ 
tion was approved, but there is 
an obstacle to the implementa¬ 
tion of the motion, according 
to the government. There must 
be a way to distinguish the dif¬ 
ference between true and real 
inverter type apparatus and 
those that claim to be an in¬ 
verter type but in reality are 
not. There must be some type 
of tagging system in Aruba that 
could clearly identify an appli¬ 
ance as being certified as an in¬ 
verter type appliance. Said 
certified inverter type equip¬ 
ment should then be allowed a 
reduced import duty tariff. 

Donny Rasmijn’s consulta¬ 
tion with TNO Director, 
Ebbing, was to ascertain how 
much help TNO can provide to 
bring about a solution to the 
obstacle just cited. 

TNO indicated their interest 
and expressed how important 
this matter is for Aruba. They 
are very willing to undertake 
the job of such a project, and 
will do so as soon as they are 
given the go ahead from the 
government. Rasmijn is intent 
on getting the process started 
immediately so that soon our 
citizens could start benefitting 
from this. He is of the opinion 
that the less you spend on en¬ 
ergy, will mean more money to 
spend on other important 
things for your family.

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Deadly clashes erupt in 
Cairo's Tahrir Square 


CAIRO (AFP) - Deadly 
clashes broke out in Cairo’s 
Tahrir Square for the second 
day running yesterday, kicking 
off a violent countdown to the 
first elections since Hosni 
Mubarak’s downfall. 

Egyptian police and mili¬ 
tary forces used batons, tear 
gas and birdshot to clear cen¬ 
tral Cairo’s Tahrir Square of 
thousands of protesters, AFP 
reporters said. 

Heavy clashes pitted the 
demonstrators against riot and 
military police who chased 
them away from entrances to 
the square and blocked the 
road leading to the interior 
ministry, the scene of clashes 
throughout the day. 

Security forces later with¬ 
drew from the square but the 
situation remained fluid, the 
reporters said. 

’’Three people have died of 
asphyxiation during the 
clashes,” Abdallah Abdelrah- 
man, who heads a field hospi¬ 
tal in Tahrir Square, told AFP. 


Egypt’s cabinet held crisis 
talks for several hours before 
moving en masse to the head¬ 
quarters of the ruling Supreme 
Council of the Armed Forces 
(SCAF) for another meeting, 
state television reported. 

Throughout the day, spo¬ 
radic clashes erupted near the 
interior ministry on the out¬ 
skirts of Tahrir Square, which 
was covered by clouds of tear 
gas and littered with stones and 
glass. 

Protesters also called for a 
mass rally in Suez, where hun¬ 
dreds of police were deployed 
in the centre of the canal city, 
an AFP correspondent said. 

They also took to the streets 
in nearby Ismailiya, according 
to a security official. 

Two people were killed and 
hundreds injured in clashes be¬ 
tween police and protesters on 
Saturday night, sparking fears 
of disruption in the first elec¬ 
tions since the end of Mubarak's 
30-year-rule. Phased polling is 
due to start on November 28. 


Unveiling of Libya's new 
government delayed 


TRIPOLI (AFP) - Libya's new 
government, which had been 
due to be announced yesterday, 
has been delayed by 48 hours 
at the most, the vice chairman 
of the National Transitional 
Council told a news confer¬ 
ence. 

"Abdel Rahim al-Kib (the 
interim prime minister) was 
due to announce his govern¬ 


ment today but he has asked 
the NTC to give him 48 hours 
maximum,” to unveil the line¬ 
up, Abdel Hafiz Ghoga said. 

Ghoga did not provide rea¬ 
sons for the requested delay, 
but it appears that the arrest on 
Saturday of Moamer Kadhafi's 
long-time heir apparent Seif al- 
Islam is the cause for the post¬ 
ponement. 
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US soldiers mark last Thanksgiving 
in Iraq 



US soldiers gathered for an early Thanksgiving dinner yesterday due to an impending 
switch to field rations at a base near Baghdad, saying they are glad they will soon be 
going home. The official Thanksgiving holiday in the United States is later this week, 
but the last "dining facility," or DFAC, at the sprawling Victory Base Complex (VBC) on 
Baghdad's outskirts closed on Sunday, as US forces prepare to depart. Soldiers and 
contractors, about 6,600 of whom are still at VBC, dined at tables decorated with colour¬ 
ful paper turkeys and "Happy Thanksgiving" signs hanging overhead. President Barack 
Obama announced on October 21 that US forces would leave by the end of this year, 
bringing to a close an almost nine-year war that has left thousands of American soldiers 
and tens of thousands of Iraqis dead, and cost hundreds of billions of dollars 


'Time has come 1 to act on I ran, 
Israel says 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
"time has come” to deal with 
Iran, Israeli Defense Minister 
Ehud Barak said yesterday, re¬ 
fusing to rule out military ac¬ 
tion to curb the Islamic 
republic's nuclear ambitions. 

Barak, speaking on CNN's 
Fareed Zakaria GPS program, 
indicated that Israel's patience 
was wearing thin — and pro¬ 
vided an ominous response 
when asked about the growing 
speculation of an Israeli mili¬ 
tary strike. 

The International Atomic 
Energy Agency published a re¬ 
port on November 8 saying 
there was "credible” informa¬ 
tion that Iran was carrying out 
"activities relevant to the de¬ 
velopment of a nuclear explo¬ 
sive device.” 


On Friday the IAEA's board 
passed a resolution condem¬ 
ning Iran's nuclear activities, 
but stopped short of reporting 
Tehran to the United Nations 
and issuing no deadline for 
compliance. 

The IAEA report — based on 
"broadly, credible” intelligence, 
its own information and some 


input from Iran itself -- said that 
Iran had examined how to fit 
out a Shahab 3 missile, with a 
range capable of reaching Is¬ 
rael, with a nuclear warhead. 

Tehran rejected the report 
"baseless,” denies it is seeking 
nuclear weapons and main¬ 
tains its nuclear activities are 
for civilian energy purposes. 
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Germany 
plans to 
commemorate 
neo-Nazi 
murder victims 

BERLIN (AFP) - Germany 
will hold a memorial service 
for the victims of a neo-Nazi 
murder spree, the president of 
the country's parliament said 
yesterday, as a minister 
vowed to compensate the 
families of those killed. 

The Bundestag lower 
house of parliament has held 
talks with Chancellor Angela 
Merkel and President Chris¬ 
tian Wulff over the most ap¬ 
propriate way to remember 
the murder victims, parlia¬ 
ment chief Norbert Lammert 
said. 

"We are all agreed that 
there should be an event," he 
told Sunday's edition of the 
Tagesspiegel. 

"How such a commemora¬ 
tion should take place de¬ 
pends on the views and 
expectations of the victims' 
families," he added. 

Germans have been 
shocked at the recent discov¬ 
ery of a small far-right group 
believed responsible for the 
unsolved murders of eight 
men of Turkish origin and a 
Greek between 2000 and 
2006 as well as a police¬ 
woman in 2007. 

The killings had long been 
called the "kebab murders" 
because some victims ran 
snack shops. 

Investigators now think 
the same group may have 
been behind the 2004 bomb¬ 
ing in a district of Cologne 
where many Turkish immi¬ 
grants lived, which left 20 
people wounded. 

Senior Turkish politicians 
have made clear that they 
want answers. 

As they were killed by 
racism, because they were 
Turks, we consider them as 
martyrs," Foreign Minister 
Ahmet Davutoglu said Satur¬ 
day according to reports in 
the Turkish press. 

He said he would follow 
the case right to the end to get 
justice for the victims.

Meanwhile, more details 
about Seif al-Islam's capture 
emerged yesterday, with one 
member of the Zintan brigade 
expressing surprise at the 
courage shown by Moamer 
Kadhafi's longtime heir ap¬ 
parent. 

When they were am¬ 
bushed, Seif and the five peo¬ 
ple with whom he was 


travelling in a two-car con¬ 
voy "did not realise at first 
what they were dealing 
with." 

Video footage showed 
Seif being hauled off into 
captivity in Zintan after get¬ 
ting off a flight from the 
desert, but despite the pres¬ 
ence of an angry mob, he was 
spared the brutal lynching 


dealt out to his father. 

Libya's interim prime min¬ 
ister Abdel Rahim al-Kib 
moved quickly to give the as¬ 
surance that Seif would be 
brought fairly to justice. 

"I reassure our people and 
the world that Seif, and those 
with him, will be given a fair 
trial in which international 
rights and norms will be 


guaranteed," Kib told a news 
conference in Zintan. 

"The judicial authorities 
will communicate with the 
International Criminal Court 
to examine where Seif al- 
Islam must be tried," he said. 

"Any cooperation with in¬ 
ternational institutions is wel¬ 
come," he added, implying 
that they would like him to be 


tried in Libya. 

Kib said Seifs capture 
marked a "historic" day and 
the start of a new chapter for 
the north African nation. 

The head of the Zintan 
brigade which arrested Seif 
said that Kadhafi's favourite 
son asked his captors "to fire 
a bullet to his head and take 
him (dead) to Zintan."

US nonage¬ 
narians triple 
in 30 years 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
90-and-older population 
nearly tripled in the United 
States over the past three 
decades to reach 1.9 million in 
2010 and will more than 
quadruple by 2050, the US 
Census Bureau said Friday. 

Nonagenarians now repre¬ 
sent 4.7 percent of the 65-and- 
older US population, 
compared to 2.8 percent in 
1980. By the middle of the 
century, they will account for 
10 percent of that group, ac¬ 
cording to the report. 

Most Americans aged 90 
and over have at least one dis¬ 
ability, live alone or in a retire¬ 
ment home and have high 
school diplomas. And women 
outnumber men nearly three to 
one. 

The age category is over¬ 
whelmingly white (88.1 per¬ 
cent), while blacks accounted 
for 7.6 percent, Asians 2.2 per¬ 
cent and Hispanics about four 
percent. 

Nonagenarians are also 
mostly widows and widowers, 
live in poverty and have more 
disabilities than those aged 
less than 90. 

’’Traditionally, the cutoff 
age for what is considered the 
'oldest old' has been age 85," 
Census Bureau demographer 
Wan He said in a statement. 

"But increasingly, people 
are living longer and the older 
population itself is getting 
older. Given its rapid growth, 
the 90-and-older population 
merits a closer look." 

The probability of an eld¬ 
erly person living in a retire¬ 
ment home increases rapidly 
with age. 

While only one percent of 
those in their late 60s and 
three percent of septuagenari¬ 
ans live in such facilities, the 
fraction reaches 20 percent for 
octogenarians, over 30 percent 
for nonagenarians and nearly 
40 percent for centenarians, 
according to the Census Bu¬ 
reau. 

It said 13 percent more peo¬ 
ple aged 90-94 have disabili¬ 
ties than those aged 85-89. 


China busts baby 
trafficking ring: 
report 



SHANGHAI (AFP) - Police in 
eastern China have broken up 
a human trafficking gang that 
bought babies from poor fam¬ 
ilies and sold them on for as 
much as $8,000, state media 
said. 

Authorities in Shandong 
province last month detained 
15 members of the gang who 
had paid women from other 
parts of China to bear children 
which they then sold to others, 
including couples unable to 
conceive and those wanting 
sons. 

In a microblog posting, po¬ 
lice in Zoucheng city — where 
the trafficking ring was uncov¬ 
ered — said boys were sold for 
up to 50,000 yuan ($8,000) 
while girls could fetch up to 
30,000 yuan. 

The state-run Global Times 
newspaper said authorities had 
tracked down 13 children but 
were still searching for four 
other missing infants. 

"Working as migrant work¬ 
ers here, the families mainly 
came from poverty-stricken 


areas. Husbands went out to 
work and wives sold their ba¬ 
bies to raise money," police in¬ 
vestigator Chen Qingwei was 
quoted as saying. 

Police could not immedi¬ 
ately be reached for com¬ 
ments. 

Childless couples in China 
are currently allowed to adopt 
children from any source, 
which has led to a thriving un¬ 
derground child trafficking 
market. 

Many academics blame the 
problem on the nation's strict 
"one-child" policy, which has 
also put a premium on baby 
boys, as many families want a 
male heir. 

Abductions and trafficking 
cases have sparked public con¬ 
cern in China following a 
string of scandals. 

More recently, police said in 
July that they had freed 89 
children in a crackdown on 
trafficking launched this year 
after online reports of wide¬ 
spread abductions sparked 
public outrage.

Wikimedia 



SAN FRANCISCO — (AFP) 
Google co-founder Sergey 
Brin and his wife have donated 


$500,000 to the Wikimedia 
Foundation that runs free on¬ 
line encyclopedia Wikipedia. 

The grant was made by the 
Brin Wojcicki Foundation 
founded by Brin and his wife, 
Anne Wojcicki, the co-founder 
of 23andMe, a personal genet¬ 
ics company, the Brin Wojci¬ 
cki Foundation said in a 
statement on week-end. 

The non-profit Wikimedia 
Foundation launched its an¬ 
nual fundraising drive this 
week and visitors to 
Wikipedia.org are currently 
met with an appeal for dona¬ 
tions from Wikipedia founder 
Jimmy Wales. 

According to comScore, 
Wikipedia and the other Wiki¬ 
media Foundation sites see 
more than 477 million unique 
visitors each month. Together, 
the Wikimedia Foundation 
sites are the fifth largest prop¬ 
erty on the Internet. 

Wikipedia is available in 
more than 280 languages and 
contains more than 20 million 
articles contributed by a global 
volunteer community of more 
than 100,000 people. 


ISLAMABAD — Pakistan's 
mobile operators were Sunday 
scrambling to block text mes¬ 
sages containing any of over 
1,600 "obscene" terms banned 
by the country's telecoms au¬ 
thority ahead of a todayd ead- 
line. 

The list, including words 
from "quickie" to "fairy" to 
"Jesus Christ" and obtained by 
AFP, was distributed on No¬ 
vember 14 with operators 
given seven days to comply, 
but has met with widespread 
derision and a threat of legal 
action. 

"There are more than 1,600 
words in the list including in¬ 
decent language, expletives, 
swear words, slang etc, which 
have to be filtered," an official 
at a telecoms firm told AFP, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity because he was not 
authorised to speak to the 
media. 

"The filtering is not good 
for the system and may de¬ 
grade the quality of network 
services — plus it would be a 
great inconvenience to our 
subscribers if their SMS was 
not delivered due to the wrong 
choice of words," he said. 

PTA officials were unavail¬ 


able to comment on the ban, 
which did not appear to have 
been implemented on Sunday 
as messages containing the 
words were still transmitted. 

The letter accompanying 
the list says networks must 
also submit monthly reports on 
implementation. 

Campaign group Bytes for 
All said it would challenge the 
order in court, saying it vio¬ 
lated rights to free speech and 
privacy. 

The move in the Muslim- 
majority country sparked deri¬ 
sion from local Twitter users 
using the hashtag #PTA- 
bannedlist. 

"Maybe all Pakistanis 
should keep sending expletive- 
filled text msgs every 10 min¬ 
utes and wait for the networks 
to collapse," tweeted user 
Shoaib Taimur. 

It is the first time the coun¬ 
try has sought to censor text 
messages but the PTA has pre¬ 
viously blocked websites 
deemed pornographic or offen¬ 
sive to Islam. 

The country briefly banned 
YouTube in February 2008 
during a similar outcry against 
cartoons of the Prophet Mo¬ 
hammed.

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EU spells out future eurozone bond- 
issue options 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The EU 
will this week urge eurozone 
states caught in the debt crisis 
turmoil to club together to 
guarantee each other’s debts, 
vowing to police national 
budgets ruthlessly by way of a 
safeguard. 

The European Commission 
will on Wednesday publish 
legislative proposals to imple¬ 
ment common eurozone bonds 
that could start with a club- 
within-a-club and only partial 
debt-pooling. 

That amounts to a direct 
challenge to the EU’s most 
powerful economy Germany 
to open the door to radical 
cross-border integration of 
public finances. 

Berlin's status as Europe's 
safe pair of hands means it cur¬ 
rently pays half the interest on 
its borrowings as number two 
eurozone economy France, and 
massively less than Italy or 
other big partners in trouble 
over their debts. 

Without governance across 
borders to ensure similar good 
housekeeping elsewhere, 
Berlin has consistently op¬ 
posed any move to put up a 
permanent umbrella for cur¬ 
rency neighbours. 

Among a range of options, 
the Commission envisages an 
evolving system of "Stability 
Bonds" that could bring down 
yields for those under the most 


pressure "relatively quickly," 
documents showed yesterday. 

The proposals will be pre¬ 
sented in tandem with plans to 
allow Brussels "technocrats" to 
intervene in the writing of na¬ 
tional budgets. 

They have been designed to 
combat nearly two years of eu¬ 
rozone turmoil after bailouts 
for Greece, Ireland and Portu¬ 
gal, and with even France now 
facing mounting pressure 
going into a presidential elec¬ 
tion year. 

The vision outlined would 
see pan-eurozone bonds grow 
in scope and scale to reflect fis¬ 
cal and economic convergence 
over the coming years — and 
even dangles an option for only 
the best-run economies to gain 
entry to the system, and the 
worst to be expelled. 

According to documents 
first published in Italy's La 
Stampa and seen by the AFP, 
the European Commission will 
outline three options — two of 
which would require a contro¬ 
versial change to the EU treaty, 
but one which could be started 
relatively quickly. 

These would see either 
"joint and several," or in the 
third instance, "several but not 
joint" guarantees being pro¬ 
vided by governments in the 
event a debtor defaults. 

In a clear nod to Germany 
and other Triple-A rated states 


which would find themselves 
paying higher rates — France, 
the Netherlands, Finland, Aus¬ 
tria and Luxembourg — Brus¬ 
sels suggests a system of 
controls that would leave 
weaker eurozone economies 
on the outside looking in. 

"In order to implement the 
vision of Stability Bonds as 
"stability bonds" one might 
also set fiscal conditions for 
member states in order to enter 
and remain in the system," the 
document says. 

Of the preferred first two 
options, number one would see 
full transfer of debt issuance to 
the common bond structure — 
in other words, all German, 
Spanish and Estonian debt, for 
example, covered by each of 
the eurozone governments. 

The second would see the 
partial pooling of debt is¬ 
suance, a principle already 
backed by euro Commissioner 
Olli Rehn in an interview with 
Dow Jones Newsires last week. 

This, for instance, could see 
debts above a 60-percent 
threshold of a state's GDP — 
the EU legal limit, widely ig¬ 
nored in recent years — put into 
one basket and managed as a 
single repayment schedule, the 
Commission suggests. 

It says even the decision to 
introduce any of these options 
could have an immediate effect 
on bond markets.

Greek coalition partner 
backs down over EU 
reform pledge 


ATHENS (AFP) - A minor 
partner in Greece's new unity 
government yesterday dropped 
objections to giving the Euro¬ 
pean Union written reform 
pledges in return for loans 
shielding the country from 
bankruptcy. 

The move by George 
Karatzaferis, head of the small 
far-right nationalist party Laos, 
brings Greece a step closer to 
securing the long-delayed 
funds but the continued oppo¬ 
sition of the conservative New 
Democracy party remains an 
obstacle. 

"If it is up to me to deter¬ 
mine the payment of wages 
and pensions, it is my duty to 
secure funding for the under¬ 
fire Greek people," Karat¬ 
zaferis told reporters after talks 
with EU and IMF officials. 

Eurozone finance ministers 
have demanded written com¬ 
mitments from Athens on aus¬ 
terity measures and structural 
reforms before releasing an in¬ 
stalment of eight billion euros 
($11 billion) from a May 2010 
bailout deal. 

The funds are all that stands 
between Greece and bank¬ 


ruptcy next month. 

A new eurozone lifeline 
agreed in Brussels last month, 
slashing the country's 350-bil- 
lion-euro debt by nearly a 
third, also hangs in the ba¬ 
lance. 

The EU-IMF team on Sat¬ 
urday also met New Democ¬ 
racy leader Antonis Samaras, 
who has insisted that his sup¬ 
port for the government set up 
last week to enact reforms tied 
to the eurozone bailout deal 
was commitment enough. 

The officials on Friday had 
talks with Finance Minister 
Evangelos Venizelos and 
Prime Minister Lucas Pa- 
pademos, a former European 
Central Bank deputy chief who 
was persuaded to lead the new 
coalition on November 11. 

They also met on Saturday 
with George Papandreou, the 
former prime minister who 
leads the socialist Pasok party, 
the other major party in the 
unity government. 

Poul Thomsen, the IMF 
deputy director for Europe 
who is leading the delegation 
to Athens, declined to com¬ 
ment after the talks.

Husband of Natalie Wood says he felt guilty 
he could not save her 


—The former husband of Na¬ 
talie Wood has admitted he 
blamed himself for the ac¬ 
tress's death for years after 
she drowned off the Califor¬ 
nia coast. 

In his autobiography, 
Robert Wagner recounted the 
final time he saw his wife - 
and how he felt he felt guilty 


he did nothing to save 
her.'Yes, I blamed myself,' 
the actor wrote in his 2009 
book, Pieces of My Heart. 'If 
I’d been there, I could have 
done something. I wasn't, but 
ultimately, a man is responsi¬ 
ble for his loved one. 

Wagner who was on his 


yacht Splendour with his 
wife and her alleged lover, 
Oscar-winner Christopher 
Walken, on the fateful night - 
has always maintained Wood, 
43, accidentally slipped and 
drowned as she drunkenly 
tried to tie up a dinghy 
against the boat. 


The family has suffered a 
number of tragedies. Andy 
Gibb, the youngest of the four 
brothers and a succesful solo 
artist, died in 1988 from a 
heart attack. He was 30 and his 
death came after years of drug 
abuse. 

Maurice died in 2003 from 
complications following an 
operation to correct an intes¬ 
tinal blockage. A week after 
his funeral, Robin and Barry 
announced that the Bee Gees 
would disband. 

In his interview for the Sky 
Arts series Living The Life, 
recorded earlier this year, Gibb 
said that Maurice’s death was 
“something I haven’t accepted 
still. He was a relatively young 
man and he just went all of a 
sudden.” 

The group has sold 200 
million records worldwide, 
producing hits including Night 
Fever, Jive Talkin’ and You 
Win Again. 


The 61-year-old star was diag¬ 
nosed several months ago, 
friends said. He has cut an in¬ 
creasingly frail figure during 
recent public appearances. 

In a recently recorded tele¬ 
vision interview, he spoke of 
being reunited with his brother 
and fellow Bee Gee, Maurice, 
who died in 2003 at the age of 
53. 

“I just imagine he is out 
there somewhere and I will 
bump into him one day,” Gibb 
said. 

He was taken to hospital 


last week after his family 
made a 999 call but later re¬ 
turned to his home in Thame, 
Oxfordshire, where family 
have gathered. 

A friend said: “Robin is 
not good and there is a lot of 
concern for him. There will 
be difficult times ahead but 
Robin will never give up and 
his loving family will make 
sure he has everything he 
needs. 

“There is frustration be¬ 
cause Robin has always 
looked after himself. He does¬ 
n’t drink, eats well and exer¬ 
cises daily. 

Dwina Murphy-Gibb, the 
star’s wife of 26 years and a 
dmid priestess, is said to be en¬ 
quiring about alternative ther¬ 
apies to assist her husband’s 
treatment. 

Gibb’s elderly mother, Bar¬ 
bara, and his surviving brother, 
Bee Gees musician Barry, 
have flown to the UK from 
Miami to be at his side.

Federer defeats Tsonga at ATP Tour Finals 



LONDON (AFP) - Roger Fed¬ 
erer started his bid for a record 
sixth title at the ATP World 
Tour Finals with a 6-2, 2-6, 6- 
4 victory over France’s Jo-Wil- 
fried Tsonga on Sunday. 

Federer’s triumph here at 
London’s 02 Arena 12 months 
ago moved him level with Pete 
Sampras and Ivan Lendl on 
five titles in the end of season 
finale and he is determined to 
successfully defend his crown 
after a frustrating campaign. 

The 30-year-old, down to 
fourth in the world rankings, 
will finish the year without a 


Grand Slam title for the first 
time since 2002, but he arrived 
for 201 l’s concluding tourna¬ 
ment in good form after back 
to back titles in Basel and 
Paris. 

Although he gave a slightly 
erratic performance to kick off 
his 10th successive Tour Finals 
appearance, he has now won 
13 matches in a row and 18 of 
his past 19 and his rivals 
among the world’s top eight 
players will be rightly wary of 
Federer in this kind of mood. 

”Jo-Wilfried served well in 
the second set and it was hard 


to control the rallies at the 
baseline,” Federer said. 

"But I think this is the 
best I’ve played all year. It 
helped that I had some 
good time off before play¬ 
ing great at Basel and 
Paris.” 

Tsonga added: ”1 think 
he was a bit surprised be¬ 
cause I played so bad in 
the first set, then I played 
correctly in the second, but 
it’s always difficult be¬ 
cause he’s really quick. 

’’Sometimes you think 
you will get the point but 
Roger is still there. That’s 
why it’s tough to play 
against him.” 

Federer suffered ar¬ 
guably the most stunning 
meltdown of his career 
when he last met Tsonga in 
London in the Wimbledon 
quarter-finals earlier this year. 

For the first time in a Grand 
Slam the Swiss star was beaten 
after holding a two set lead. 

But he was finally back to 
his dominant best a week ago 
in the Paris Masters, which he 
won by defeating Tsonga in 
the final for his second victory 
over the French number one 
since that loss at the All Eng¬ 
land Club. 

Federer, who had former 
Arsenal star Thierry Henry sit¬ 
ting in his box at courtside,

picked up where he left off in 
Paris and took the first set here 
in emphatic fashion. 

Tsonga didn’t help his cause 
with two woefully mistimed 
forehands to present Fededer 
with the first break in the 
fourth game. 

Federer never looked likely 
to relinquish that advantage 
and he wrapped up the set with 
another break after Tsonga 
double-faulted at 0-30 and 
then netted a half-volley. 

Yet Tsonga’s remarkable ca¬ 
pacity to switch from subdued 
to inspired in the blink of an 
eye reared its head again at the 
second set. 

Previously so lacklustre, 
Tsonga suddenly found his 
rhythm and broke for a 2-1 
lead when Federer’s forehand 
drifted wide. 


Federer looked rattled by 
the improved accuracy and 
power of Tsonga’s ground- 
strokes and continued to make 
careless errors as the French¬ 
man secured another break be¬ 
fore serving out the set. 

Tsonga was able to save a 
break point with a booming 
forehand at 2-3 in the final set, 
but Federer had a little more 
momentum now and gradually 
wrestled control back from his 
opponent. 

The decisive moment came 
when Tsonga served to stay in 
the match at 4-5. 

Federer unloaded some blis¬ 
tering ground-strokes to earn 
three match points and Tsonga 
couldn’t stem the tide as the 
Swiss clinched a hard-fought 
victory.

MELBOURNE (AFP) - Tiger 
Woods clinched The Presi¬ 
dents Cup for the US team 
with the winning point over 
the Internationals in the sin¬ 
gles of the teams match play 
event at Royal Melbourne on 
Sunday. 

The former world number 
one thrashed Australian 
Aaron Baddeley four and 
three to push the defending 
champion Americans beyond 
the 17.5 points needed to 
claim their seventh Presidents 
Cup against the non-Euro¬ 
pean Internationals. 

Woods also provided the 
clinching point when the 
Americans posted a 19.5 to 
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14.5 triumph over the Interna¬ 
tional team at the previous 
event in San Francisco in 
2009. 

The Americans split Sun¬ 
day's singles with the Interna¬ 
tionals 6-6, finishing overall 
19-15 winners. 

"It does feel good. I was 
hoping it wouldn't come down 
to my point. I was hoping that 
Stricks (Steve Strieker) and I 
could take a victory lap back 
here," Woods said. 

Woods, who only got into 
the US team as the captain's 
pick after taking part in just 
eight USPGA Tour events this 
year because of injuries, was 
3raised by team captain Fred 


Couples. 

"A lot of people have asked 
why I picked him and how he 
was going to play. "Certainly, 
I couldn't answer how he was 
going to play but this week I 
think he showed to himself 
that his swing is back and he’s 
healthy, and that’s more im¬ 
portant to me." 

The star-studded American 
team went into the final day's 
singles leading by four points 
and although Greg Norman's 
International team made a 
charge to get within two 
points they were too strong in 
the final matches. 

"The Jim Furyks of the 
world and Tiger Woods made 


a lot of putts and they kept our 
guys out of the match," Nor¬ 
man said. 

It was a dominant perform¬ 
ance by the Americans, who 
won both the foursomes, split 
one of the fourballs and nar¬ 
rowly lost the other fourball. 

Apart from Woods, Amer¬ 
ica's other singles winners 
were Hunter Mahan, Nick 
Watney, Jim Furyk, David 
Toms and Steve Strieker. 

Furyk was the only player 
to finish unbeaten in five 
matches at the event. 

The Internationals faced a 
tall order heading into the 
final day as no team trailing 
into the singles matches had 
gone on to win The Presidents
